Plunges 34 To Flaming Death 
Crashes To Earth On Its Trial

With Vertical Control Out Of Commission, She 


Glides Down 300 Feet, Landing Across High 
Power Electric Lines-^-Chemicals And Gasses 
Explode, Setting Fire To Everything. 


ONLY 3 MEN ESCAPE WITHOUT INJURY

Norfolk, Va., 
Feb. 
21.—Thirty- 


four men were killed, S injured seri- 
ously, and 3 uninjured or only 
slightly bruised when the giant army 
airship 'Roma' with her crew and a 
number of civilian totaling 45 in all 
ab'oard 
plunged today a flaming 


mass to the ground at the Hampton 
Roads Naval Base. 


The accident presumajjly was caus- 


ed .by a broken rudder and as the 
dirigible plunged to 
earth, it cap- 


sized across 
high tension 
electric 


lines, blazing 
into a 
furnace of 


hydogen gas. 


Long 
after dark 
tonight, 
many 


hours after 
her fall, the ship was 


still a mass of flames from end to 
end. 
The fire and the million cubic 


foot of gas which! had distended the 
great bag- for the flight made all at- 
temps at rescue work futile. 


Barely 
a dozen of 
those aboard 


were picked 
up alive 
and 
one of 


these died on the way to the hospital 
All of those who 
survived the fire, 


rscaned by jumping.

Strange Russian Religious Sect 
Now In Canada Would Kill Babes 


Winnipeg, Manitoba, Feb. 21.—Pe- 


ter Veregin, leader of that strange 
R»jian religious sect known1'as the 
Do—ihobors, which has ' 9000 settlers 
in 'Canada, proposes that the whole 
tribe drown its children -under 
ten 


years of age together with the aged 
and infirm, as a protest against exor- 
bitant tiixes. 


Once rid of those who cannot tra- 


vel, Veregin wants his followers to 
abandon their farms and wander over 
the country, preachny the coming of 
Christ and living as a "vagrant work- 
ing class," identified with the prole- 
tariat. 


Word of this outcome of the long 


conflict between the Russion non-con- 
formists and the Canadian 
Govern- 


ment, chiefly over taxes, school laws 
and military service, was conveyed by 
M. Koftinoff, manager of the sect in 
British Columbia. 


Koftinoff said there had been

mass meeting of the British Columbia 
settlers and they had endorsed 
the 


proposals that.they liquidate all their 
properties.

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In courts in New York City in -one week three juries were 


severely reprimanded by judges for bringing in verdicts of 
"not guilty" when the evidence clearly suppoitecl the guilt oi 
the accused. 
The unwillingness of jurors to convict in face 


of the evidence has often been noted and is not confined to one 
locality. The doubt about what a jury will do has become an 
adage, though in these latter days the preponderance of chance 
appears to be in favor of acquittal regardless of the character 
of the proof offered. It is especially difficult to secure a juo 
which will convict of murdef in the first decree. A judge, in 
commenting on the reluctance of juries to render a verdict cu 
guilt when the testimony demands it, says: 


"Recent developments are clue, I think, to something 


comparable with the\ spirit of lawlessness and revolt 
against authority and government that has manifested it- 
self among criminals in crime outbreaks and is indicated 
among persons not criminals, but who are averse to sup- 
porting organized government by putting down lawless-, 
ness and law-breakers. It is a manifestation of the Bol- 
shevik spirit, which, to a certain degree, seems to pervade 
the whole world. It is due in part, to the varied complex 
conditions of present-day civilization. A lack of apprecia- 
tion of ideals and standard of good citizenship. Appar- 
ently violations of law and the commission of crimes are 
not regarded today by many persons as seriously, as they 
were looked upon two or three years ago."

A hung jury does little more in the interest of justicr 
than one which turn's loose a prisoner who is clearly guilty.

an earlier day, but which has come in with ideas of law a 
variance with those held by the people who settled the lanr 
and dominated the sentiment for generations.

gee n General dimming, of the U. ,S. Public Health Service, 
"thouch comparatively rare in continental United States, is 
still a public health problem of much greater seriousness than 
jecmi to be popularly supposed. Its virulence waxes and 
wane? in accordance with hnvs that we do not understand; 
art1, our prccci t comparative immunity does not lessen the 
necessity for being on guard. 
/ 


"In the past we have not escaped. In 1786 leprous beg- 


ijar.s were so common in New Orleans that they had to be 
^ejjrej;alcd in a leprosarium. In 18G4 three per cent of the 
population of the Hawaiian Islands were lepers. 
In 1890 


California had to establish a leprosarium, and Louisiana and 
inallv Massachusetts followed suit. 


"In 1902 the Public Health Service found 278 lepers in 


the United States, 145 of whom had been born in this country, 
and only 73 of whom were under any restraint. 
Today,'ac- 


cording to the beet estimate obtainable, there are from 500 to 
1x,500 lepers in this country, a number of whom arc known to 
have required the die-ease in the'Philippines. 
When we ap- 


iu;rcd the Philippines several thousand lepers had to be and 
till are segregated in a seftloment at Culion. 
Foci of the 


disease exist in the United States on the Pacific Coast, in the 
Norrhwa t, in the Gulf States, and along the Atlantic sea- 
board. 


"It was not until 1889 that the U,. S. Government took its 


first steps to prevent lepers from coming to this country; and 
ho preventive laws are now sufficiently explicit. Nevertheless, 
!he long- period durinft which the disease incubates before 
Jechiring itself, makes it very difficult to shut out all potential 
lepers. To meet this difficulty the law provides that for three 
years after admission, any alien Inpcr may be deported if^the 
•ause of the disease existed before he came to the United 
•States. 
Within the United St.de 
lepers may not travel in 


nterstatc commerce except under permits prescribing special 
precautions to prevent the spread of the disease. 


"Protection n gainst the disease it, rendefed more difficult 


by the fact that leprosy is found in a very large portion of the 
labilable globe, ranging from Russiajand Iceland and America, 
NTorth and" South, and that the f ever-increasing case of com- 
nunicabion offers many facilities for its importation to the 
Jnited States.
